3* Ouetifioatlon - Experience has shown that conditions in the 
foreign booktrade make it impossible to do an adequate job of publications 
procurement without having representatives on the scene in each impor- 
tant publishing center. Some of these conditions follows 
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a. / 'Inadequate or non-existent current bibliographies of 
publishers* output, 

b. Snail editions which go out-of-print rapidly. 

c. ‘‘Under-the-counter'* sales of subversive and propaganda 
publications. 

d. Government restrictions on quantity purchases and export 
controls, and 

e. Publications which are not for sale but may be obtained 
by exchange arrangements. 

Intelligence research analysts are becoming more and more reliant 
on overt published sources for their information! it is, therefore, 
essential that the procurement system be the most efficient possible. 

it. Conculusions - 

a. State Department cannot, under present budgetary limitations, 
support the PPO program at the level essential to the research 
program for national security. 

b. to expanded PPO program is essential. 

c. CIA should provide the necessary financial support. 

5. Financial Support - State Department estimates that the cost 
of maintaining a PPO for a year, including travel, salary and allowances, 
and clerical support, would average $20,000. fotal cost for CIA to 
support the five posts suggested In par.
